A) The HTML Tidy reference fails to teach generating a first level XHTML content fragment con-esponding to each first level element. In 
reply to this argument, HTML Tidy teaches parsing an original structurd document (see page 19, i.e.. HTML and XML Parsers) and 
mapping the elements contained in the original structructed document with the XHTML content fragment in order to perfect the code (see 
page 2 - examples of TIDY at work).
